when the enemy marched into the abandon- 
ed towns, and. beheld from the lake shore 
thc departure of the steamer. When Wal- 
ker got to Castillo, half-way down the San 
Juan river, he altered his niind on the Ser- 
apaque subject, and having dispatched 46 
men to take possession of its mouth where 
it enters the San J nan, 30 miles from Grey- 
town, he took thc back track and- was just 
in time ihe following morning, to sec the 
inhabitants he had abandoned, shot in the 
streets and the village reduced to ashes. 

San Juan del Sur shared the same fate, 
and the city of llivas which one day before 
was the head-quarters of Gen. Walker with- 
out a single shot, fell into thc hands of the 
enemy ; thus easily have they got a basis of 
operations on thc most approved military 
science, and a line of defeuce which, while 
it secures their own rommunication, at the 
same time cut off all hope of relief or retreat 
on Ihe part ofthe foe. 

In order to recover from the results of 
this great error, with thc blindness of a 
madman lie falls into an error even greater. 
When he saw the burning of the new 
pier al Virgin ISay, and was informed of the 
murder of the peaceable citizens, by one 
who had miraculously escaped, he directed 
his course to Grenada, o distance of 55 
miles, and disembarking Ins men, commenc- 
ed a march on liivas, with 000 men. These 

55 miles were accomplished at 8 o'clock on 
the morning of the 1 lib, and without link- 
ing thc attack was given, while the enemy 
was drawing up on the Plaza to receive 
them- M is true thc Americans fought 
bravely for nearly 12 hours, but as might be 
expected under such circumstances, Ihe 
highest glory they could achieve was to 
prolong the light till the darkness would 
cover their rvtrtfet ; and they once more 
returned to Grenada, having 150 of their 
comrade-* in their dying agonies to be com- 
mitted to earth by their euemies.
